a few pice. 

If it is for a moment considered that for every 100 men who got drunk 
1,000 men indulge now in this degrading evil custom, it will be sec 
evil is spreading, and how difficult it will be to eradicate the vice of drunkenness once it gets 
2 deep hiold upon the weak-minded people of India. In thus pampering the vices of the people 
for the sake of a few extra rupees of revenue, I respectfully beg to submit that the Goyern- 
ment is prrsuing a most dangerous and a most damaging policy; for @ rupee gained 
now will be ten rupees lost by,and by, when the drink will have debauched and degraded 
and demoralized the mass of the people of India. .As it is, I doubt if the loss is not 
already greater, even financially, than the apparent’ gain. Take the distriet of Monghyr 
for an example. If it is true that drunkenness has increased here a thousand per cept. 
since the ourstill system was introduced. and that these men lose two days a week in 
work by drankenness, will not that tell on the revenue of the district, and injure it more 
than the gain by letting out 500 distilleries by auction to the highest bidder? “These pests 
of society are vow met with on every hightray and choss-road, both in town and couetry, as 
may be imagined from the fact that, while under the old sys'em there were ouly 11 distilleries 
in the whole district of Mongnyr, there are now about 500, These traps af temptation are 
set up in all pablic thoroughfares, and the stuff they sell being so cheap has doubtless been 
the means of creating a trade in drink which threatens to deluge the district with destitution 
and death. i 

No doubt the supply which now is so general and so cheap throughout the land has 
created # large demand which gocs on increasing fronf day to day ‘Thuis 18 shown by the fact 
that year by year higher rates are given for the licenses granted to those who djstil, ‘Though 
the number of these distilleries was reduced this year in Monzhyr by 40 or 59, yet I hear 
the revenue was much higher than Jast year; gnd docs not this show that the people who 
deal in the drink calenlate upon an increased sale as they proceed? and if the trade goes 
on at this ratio for a few yoars, who can calculate the fearful consequences that this‘evil habit 
willeentail on the nation at jarge.

No. 1751, dated the 18th July ast, forwarding a communication from the 

Reverend Thomas Evans of Monghyr, in which this gentleman makes assertions 

similar to those preferred by him oa a previous occasion, that the outstill system 

had contributed greatly to the increased drunkenness among the people. The 
attention of this Government was at the same time drawn ‘te two points 
in connection with the system, in order that enquiries might be insiituted 
and a complete report submitted to the Government of India on the subject. 

The two points are— 

(1) Whether licenses were not too frequently granted at first, and 
whether there are not still too many outstills, especially in . 
Monghyr ; 

(2) The comparative parity of outstill liquor and liquob sold under 
the Government distillery system. en % 

2. On receipt of the letter under acknowledgment, a report was called for, 
on the points: indicated by the Governmept of India, from the Board of 

Revenue, who were also requested to obtain, through reliable ney, samy 

of outstill liquor as actually sold to the people in Monghyr, Bhagul

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the result of the analysis. A copy of his report, No. 138A, dated the 
25th idem, is herewith submitted for the information of His Excellency the 
Governor-General in Council. Mr. Evans’ information led him to believe that 
a bottle of liquor, costing two pice, would make two men drunk ; that the liquor 
was adujterated with poisonous drugs; and that it caused excessive thirst, a 
feeling’ of languor, «and a severe headache. Yet the Chemical Examiner's 
analysis shows that the bottles procured by Mr. Evans himself, and forwarded 
as epeapens of the deleterious sttff sold as spirits, contained a slightly turbid 
fluid ‘of the most harmless character, with only 10°96 and 18-43 ‘per cent. 
respectively of London-proof spirit by volume, nd drug, and, after removal 
of the alcohol, nothing that in ‘any way disturbed the comfort of the cat 
subjected to its influences. 
* 4 The report called for from the Board of Revenue, as stated in 
* No. 8858, dated the 2ist Novem. paragraph 2 of this letter, has also been received, 
‘bor 1881, and q copy* is herewith submitted to the Govern- 
ment of India, The Board also have appended to their letter an abstract 
of the reports from the Chemical Examiner, showing the result of analyses 
of outstill “spirits procured from the districts of Bhagulpore, Monghyr, 
Gya, Nuddea, Hooghly, and Patna, and of Sudder distillery liquor from 
the districts of Hooghly, Nuddea, and the Sonthal Pergunnahs. It appears 
from the abstract that all the samples were free from poisonous adulterations, 
whether vegetsble or mineral. ‘Traces of copper or zinc were detected 
in certain- samples of outstill as well as of sudder distillery liquor, buat in 
the opinion of tue Chemical Examiner this was altogether accidental, and was 
no doubt due to the copper or Brass vessels used in the manufacture or 
2 liquor. It is observed that the percentages of London-proof spirit 
_ in the outstill liquor varied from 63-44, the highest in Nuddea, to 7:92,” the 
lowest in’Monghyr, while the strength of the distillery liquor varied from 71-40, 
the highest in Nuddea, to 31-79, the lowest in the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The 
abstract also shows the, result of the analysis of two samples of spirits sent 
separately by the Reverend ‘I. Evans to the Board, and it is almost the same as 
that reported in paragraph 3 of this letter. This analysis cntirely bears out the 
, opinion already expressed by this Governm nt after careful enquiry in various 
“parts of the country. Sir Ashley Eden sees no reason to disbelieve the 
general report thet vutstill liquor is more wholrsome than the concentrated 
- spirit manufactured at Sudder distilleries, and that it is only adulterated by the 
addition of water. 
5. With reference to paragraph 3 of the letter from the Government of 
India, No, 1761, dated the 18th July last, 1 am to say that in Sir Ashley 
Eden’s opinion the principle laid d by Mr. Money, therein quoted, is a 
perfectly sound one, and that it is precisely the principle on which this 
Government has endeavoured to act. In a few districts licenses were 
too freely granted at the introduction of the outstill system; but it is 
impossible, when a new system of any kind is introduced throughout an 
enormous proviace like Bengal, to make rules so stringent and precise, and 
so guard against every possible contingency, that no mistake of any sort 
shall occur, and it cannot be expected that every officer should act with 
unvarying tact and judgment. It is only when the tendencies of particular 
, officers in dealing with a new system are discovered that it is possible to 
rectify their mistake and guide them with advantage in the details of their 
administratio#, and the subject has occupied the constant attention of the 
- Lieutenant-Governor. Accordingly, in Resolution on the Excise Administration 
Report for 1879-80, the Lieutenant-Governor issued the following injune- 
tion: .“‘ It is very necessary that district officers should be = their 
, guard. inst “allowing an undue multiplication of shops at unduly low 
rates, thus both reducing the price of spirits and giving unnecestary 
facilities for obtaining it. Lf, however, they exercise care in selecting the 
sites for shops, and stimulate a healthy competition among the bidders for 
0 there can We little doubt that, as has been the case under the 
iy system, the revenue paid to Government, ‘fund the price charged 
ii ise with the desire power of the public to purchase.”

He states that there were 
only 11 distilleries in the district under the old system, whereas there are 
now nearky 500. Asa matter of {act the number of shops licensed’ to sell 
liquor distilled at the sudder distilleries was 300 in 1877-78 before the 
introduction of the outstill system. The sudder distilleri¢s -have now 
been abolished, and there were 487 licenses to distit and sell liquor i 
1880-81, and 434 in 1881-82, while the Lieutenant-Governor has insis' 
on a further reduction. Mr. Evans’ assertion regarding the cases of \ + 
drunkenness brougiit in the Monghyr police court was shown, in Board’s 
report No. 403, dated the 18th January 1881, a copy of which was forwarded 
to you with my letter No. 10 of the 27th idem, not to have a shadow of 
foundation. 

6. Sir Ashley Eden hopes that the report of the Chemical Examiner 
and the previous correspondence with Mr. Evans will satisfy the Government 
of India that the local Government has throughout given due consideration to. 
this important subject, and has carefully Wwayched the introduction of the* 
system and taken early measures to check any mistakes arising from the over-zeal 
or want of judgment on the part of disirict officers. Mr. Evans, in addressi 
the Government of India, followed a very inconvenient and irregular course, an 
he hus jn this way secured for his sensational views a temporary currency and 
belief. He is, the Lieutenant-Governor fully admits, a well-meaning, earnest 
man, but in his zeal he has allowed himself to make statements which are © 
inconsistent with ascertained facts, and are calculated to mislead the Govern-

existing proportion of shops—one to every 5,000 persons—cannot be said to be 
excessive in atract in which the population is comparatively sparse, and a 
considerable area is under forest. Another letter from Reverend Mr. Philli 
on the same subject is published in the Statesman of 18th instant; but the 
Lientenant-Governor considers that the reports now submitted fully dispose

4, Mr. Phillips has alluded to the increase of drinking among the teaching 
staff of the ‘mission schools. The Lieutenant-Governor desires me therefore 
to submit, for the information of His Excellency in Council, the accompanying 
copy of a circular which was issued at the Lieutenant-Governor’s instance,in 
consequence of a somewhat similay statement made in the House of Commons, 
and an abstract of the replies received. It will be observed that the allegation 
that habits of drinking have extended to schools in Bengal is entirely without 
foundation, and that even in those district-—Bankoora and Monghyr—in which 
the excise administration hds been least satisfactory, it is confidently stated 
that drinking among schoolboys is unknown.

Pana. 4.—With regard to the grounds on which the numbers of outstills in the districts 

of Bankoora, Monghyr, Bhagulpore, and Maldah were not reduced to the extent desired by 

Government, I am desired to state that the Board, in their circular order No. 5, dated 1 

January 1881, directed that all Collectors should endeavour to reduce the number of 

outstills, and to provide that there should not be more than one outstill to every 10,000 

inhabitants in the interior of a district, In regard to Bankoora, the Commissioner of 

Burdwan was separately informed that the outstills sported to the Board to have unduly 

increased in number, and they desired that, in submitting his proposals for 1881-82, the 

Collector should be directed to “ weed out a considerable number of them.” In reply, 

Commissioner submitted a report from the Collector, from which the following extract is

It was péinted out that in both Of these districts 
the area supplied the population per outstill,and the average monthly fees of, each outstill 
were unduly smatl, and the Commissioner was informed that the Board were prepared to 
sanction a reduction in the number of outstills if recommended by If and the district 
officers. The Board desired that the Collector of Bhagulpore also should be requested to 
avoid an undue multiplication of outstills. . 

6. In submitting his settlement proposals for 1881-82, the Collector of Monghyr 
wrote as follows :— 

“T have made enquires as to al] eases in which outstills exist within two miles of each 
other, and in which it may be feasible to abolish one or more of such ontstills. In some 
‘of the urban areas I find it would not be possible to seduce the number of licenses without 
considerable loss to the reventfe, and 1 therefore do not recommend the abolition of any 
outstills there ; and even in the rural districts it cannot in all cases be safely guaranteed that 
“the loss on the shops abolished will be fully compensated by the enhanced price obtained for 
the remainder, but in many cases this may be expected, and the aggregate losg, if any, is not 
likely to be great.” The Commissioner added that in the following your it might be possible 
to effect a further reduction in the number of*shops after he had had sufficient time to 
eqnsider the whole question, and he recommended that the proposals of the Collector, which 
had his approval, should be sanctioned. ° 

7. In the districts of Bhagulpore and Maldah‘no larger reductions than those reported 
were proposed by the local officers, and the Board have already expressed thelr ‘Tegret that 
a further reduction was not insisted on. Iam at the same time to add that, as already 
reported in paragraph 5 of the Board’s letter No, 8853, dated 21st November last, measures 
have now been taken to effect a further material reduction in ‘the number of outstills at the 
next excise settlements,

The Lieutenant-Governor must 
eondenm the action of the Commi er in recommending, and of the Board in sanctioning, 
the Cullector’s proposals, in the face sof the orders of Government which had just been 
issued. It is very unfortunate that the officers of Governmont should, by disregarding the 
plain injunctions laid upou them, bring discredit upon a system which, if carefully adminis- 
tered, is free from any of the objections which have been urged against it. 

4, The Lientenant-Governor is glad to receive the assurance of the Board that ’a 
further material reduction in the number of outstills will be effected at the next excise 
settlements, Sir Ashley Eden’s views on the point have been stated at length in the Resolu- 
tion on the last annnal report. Iam to add that the Lieutenant-Governor is aware that the 
proceedings which he has had to condemn were taken before the ageession of Mr. Maagles

apply to the registration of carts. 







With regard to the question of giving notice of payment of thé additional 
sums which the Bill imposed, he observed that an amendment had been placed 
on the notice paper, but if the hon’ble member in whose name the notice of motion 
stood would allow him to offer an explanation, perhaps he would not find it neces- 
sary to press the amendment. The question had been considered by the Select 
Committee who thought that no notice was necessary, because they could not con- 
ceive any circumstances under which persons upon whom the additional sums 
were to be imposed would not become aware of their liability. The Bill would 
not interfere with existing licenses which would remain in force, and it was 
only on the renewal of 4 license that the additional sum imposed by the Bill 
would become payable. Anyone, for instance, who, during the present quarter, 
might have token out a yearly license for Rs, 8 would hold a license which 
would remain in force till the 31st December 1882; but when he came in 
January next to renew his liecnse fur the year 1883, he would be told that he 
must pay a sum of Rs. 2 for the continuance of his license to the 81st of 
Murch following. In the same way anyone who had not already taken out his 
license, and who wished to take out one for 1882 after this Bill became law, 
would not have a license in the form in which he applied for it, but he would 
be called upon to pay Rs. 10 instead of Rs. 8, and would be told that his license 
would continue in force till the 31st March 1883.

Proposals will, however, be considered for the transfer to these. municipalities 
of medical, educational, and other charges now borne by Government, a corre- 
sponding reduetion beittg made under section 171 of the Act in the share of the 
expense of the police to be defrayed from municipal funds. Hereafter, if the 
state of the Provincial Finances ‘perimit, the Lieutenant-Governor will gladly 
relieve these municipalities and Calcutta of all charges far police, 
4, Sir Ashley Eden trusts that the relief now granted to municipalities 
will enable, them to effect many sanitary and other improvements which 
are urgently required. He has already made special grants in aid of works 
of nage and water-supply in several municipalities, and he will always 
be prepared to supplement local funds by a grant from Government for 
such enterprises, when he is satisfied that the projects have been duly con- 
sidered, tnd that local resources have been made available to the utmost. In 
the hope that the measure now announced will, by inereasing the resources
